WYMORE, Neb., Aug. 8 — Floqd 
waters in Indian creek, caused by 
torrential rains in central and south 
Jefferson county Saturday morning, 
reached Wymore Sunday afternoon, 
and the creek in this vicinity is the 
highest it has been for many years. 
Altogether a total raise of

feet above normal prevailed here, 
and flowing into the Big Blue river, 
raised tha t streaem to a racing mas*;

V erm onters are collecting a large am ount of trib ute 
from th e ir fellow A m ericans und er cover of th e 4- 
cent tariff, w hich is not needed to sustain th e ir in­ 
d ustry. 
T h is is one of th e innum ffw ble kinks in our 
national econom ic structure w hich enables New E ng­ 
land to live off th e re st of th e country w ithout con­ 
trib uting very m uch in re turn. 


AN ECONOMIC PROBLEM 
In a current article in a w ell-know n m agazine. M rs. 
J. B orden H arrlm an. who has been w riting of social 
problem s in Am erica, concludes the only curb to th e 
growing evil of divorce is national legislation. 
She suggests a uniform m arriage and divorce law 
in the U nited States, w hich would re strict people 
from m arrying until they had reached m ature age, 
and which would perm it divorce only a fte r m arriage 
h ad been given a thorough trial. 
From 19 ,143 divorces in 1880, A m erica n# w h as m ore 
th a n 175.000 divorces annually. M rs. H arrlm an d e­ 
clares. 
In 1880 th e U nited State.s h ad a little m ore 
th a n 50.000,000 people. 
In 19 26, th e estim ated popu­ 
lation of th e U nited S tates was 118,000,000. 
So while 
th e country’s population w as m ore th a n doubling d i­ 
vorce increased m ore th a n eigh t tim es. 
; 
At lea.st a h alf of the pre |e nt-d a y divorces are not | 
justified. M rs. H arrlm an believes. 
M any of th em are 
due to haste, pique, th e failure to have children and 
the disinclination of couples to m ake com prom ises and 
to m eet each oth er h alf way. 
U nless action is taken by th e federal governm ent, 
however, it is plain th a t th e individual states cannot 
com bat th e evil of hasty m arriage. 
N ebraska tried 
th e ex perim ent w ith her 10-day notice law, and it 
proved a dism al failure. 
Its only result was to send 
hundreds of young N ebraska people across th e state 
line Into Iow a. K ansas and M issouri, w here no such 
prohibition prevailed, w here they were able to secure 
m arriage licenses. 
Seem ingly th e N ebraska law e n­ 
couraged runaw ay m arriages. 
W ith a uniform m arriage and divorce law in th e 
U nited S tates, it would be im possible to go from one 
state to anoth er, w ith free and easy laws in one d e­ 
feating th e m ore rigid legal requirem ents in another. 
Such legislation would no doubt do m uch to elim inate 
these h asty and ill-advised m arriages, w hich in th e 
vast m ajority of cases flnaîîy 
te rm inate upon th e 
rocks. 
B ut th e problem of th e hom e is purely a problem of 
education. 
W e haven’t been doing a great deal of 
th ink ing about It in recent years. 
Practically all of 
th e sw eeping changes in th e norm al routine of life 
have operated to d e trac t from Interest in th e hom e. 
O utside of business, it was form erly th e center of a t­ 
tention. Now m ost of our e nterta inm ent and recrea- 
tloncom es ouU lde of it. I t is b ut na tura l th a t hom e 
ties would loose greatly because of th e these outside 
diversions? T his is especially true in th e larger cities, 
and la rapidly becom ing qyident in th e sm aller cities 
and tow ns and th e rural com m unities. T he real cure 
for divorce rests tn a revival of interest In th e hom e. 
Mrs. H arrtm a n’s suggestion th a t m arriage be pro­ 
hibited until th e contracting parties have reached m a­ 
ture age and Judgm ent is no guaranty of happiness. 
Y oung m en and young 
women 
generally 
m arried 
younger In 1880 th a n they do today. 
T he only assurance th a t delayed m arriage could 
bring Is th a t it would te nd to solve th e econom ic 
problem 
involved. 
A m erica has 
a tta ine d a 
high 
sta nd ard of living. 
T he chances th a t a young m an 
will have m ade sufficient progress to enàble him to 
support hl.s wife in th e style to w hich she h as been 
accustom ed 
are getting 
less 
each year. 
A fter all 
m oney is th e big problem in m arriage. 
T he young 
w om an naturally does not w ant to adopt a d ifferent 
style of living th a n the m ajority of people have In th is 
country. She w earies of continual econom y, of a lack 
of pleasure and recreation and freedom from respon­ 
sibility. 
She finds it h a rd to operate th e household 
upon a lim ited budget. S he m ust sacrifice h er clothes. 
I t is not th e work w hich she fears. T he girls of today 
a re as Industrious as 
any 
génération. 
She rebels 
a gainst debt, against poverty, against grinding sa c ri­ 
fice because these conditions are not th e rule today. 
Everybody lives fairly easy a nd nearly everyone e n­ 
joys a certain am ount of lux ury. 
T he young couple in 1880 could s ta rt w ith nothing 
and th ey would not be fa r behind eighty per cent 
of th e ir neighbors and friends. 
T he divorce problem today is m ore directly th e re ­ 
sult of econom ic conditions th a n any oth er contrib ut­ 
ing cause. 


TO HIM TH A T HATH. 
W hat nex t? 
H ere com es a m aple sugar com pany 
in V erm ont asking th e U nited S tates governm ent to 
raise th e Im port duty on th a t product 50 per centr— 
from 4 cents s pound to 6 cents— so as to give b etter 
protection to th e hom e industry. 
Its spokesm en, a p­ 
pearing before th e ta riff com m ission a t W ashington, 
represented th a t C anad ian m aple sugar is com ing In­ 
to th is country and they th ough t som ething should 
be done to keep it out. 
T his is very interesting new s to consum ers, who find 
th a t they m ust pay 40 or 50 cents a pound for m aple 
sugar and syrup, and are not alw ays sure of getting 
th e genuine article a t th a t. 
W hen it can com m and 
such a price as th a t, com pared to 6'v cents a t retail 
for cane or beet sugar, th ere would seem to be very 
little need for any protection a t all. 
Tlie supply of 
m aple sugar is so lim ited, even including w hat C ana­ 
d a lenda into th e U nited S tates, th a t all available 
stocks find a ready sale aw aiting them . 
It is strictly 
a sellers* m ark et on th a t com m odity. 
B ut It is not in th e na ture of high ta riff benefi­ 
ciaries to be satisfied w ith w hat th e governm ent has 
already done for them . T hey believe in th e old adage 
of “Ask and ye sliall receive." 
T he 4-cent ta riff now 
in effect m eans th a t m uch e x tra profit to them above 
th e price w hich would prevail if C anadian m aple sug­ 
a r were allowed to come in duty free. 
If Uncle Sam 
can be Induced to 
raise 
th e rate to 6 
cents, th a t 
m eans an increased profit of 3 cents per pound. 
T he V erm ont com pany asking to have thla done has 
gross sales am ounting to 140,000,000 a year. 
It con­ 
trols a vast acreage of h a rd m aple tim ber lands tn the 
O reen M ountain state. 
T he yearly output is som e­ 
th ing like 150,000,000 pounds of sugar. 
An additional 
im port duty of 2 cents would yield $3.000.000 m ore 
“velvet" on th a t quantity. So it is not surprising th a t 
th e V erm ont concern would like to have th e rate 
boosted. 
It will be interesting to aee w hat findings th e ta riff 
commi&iton m ay m ake on this request. 
T h a t body 
lias not yet seen fit to recom m end to th e president an 
increase in th e ta riff on A rgentine corn, a t a tim e 
w hen A m erican farm ers would derive considerable a d ­

T h e old era of polar ex ploration. In w hich m an a nd 
dogs m atch ed courage a nd end urance w ith th e ele­ 
m ents, is over. 
T he results of application of scientific progre u to 
th e problem of penetrating unknow’n land s w as never 
m ore sharply revealed th a n in th e projected plans 
for th e B yrd S outh Pole ex pedition. 
F or th e first 
tim e la.st week th e m an. w ho w as first to roa r over 
th e N orth Pole In a n airplane, divulged som e of th e 
d etails of tfle plans w hich he and h is associates a re 
perfecting in ttielr a tte m pt to ex plore th e S outh ern 
P olar regions. 
I t will require a qua rte r of a m illion dollars to f i­ 
nance th e ex pedition. T h e m en who accom pany B yrd 
to th e bleak and desolate ice fields of th e S outh Pole 
will be aw ay from civlllzaUon for m ore th a n a year, 
and it m ay require th re e years. 
A t th e m ajor base 
in Discovery bay, B yrd proposes to build a m iniature 
city, w ith portable houses and w orkshops for th e sci­ 
entists. av iators and m echanics. 
T h e houses will be 
provided w ith telephones, a nd h e a t will be furnish ed 
by coal and oil. A radio station, operating on a sh ort 
wave length, Is ex pected to keep th e ex pedition In 
constant com m unication w ith th e U nited S tates. 
An 
airdrom e will be built to house th e tw o planes w hich 
will carry th e ex plorers over th e m ost ex tensive ice 
fields in th e woriq. 
T ractors wUl be ta k en to d rag th e planes to th e 
runw ays a nd to h aul supplies. 
W hile th e accom panim ents of m odern civilization 
will rob th e B yrd ex pedition of som e of its rom antic 
glam our, they will contrib ute enorm ously to its e ffi­ 
ciency. 
T he Im agination is kindled

over th e huge ice packs b ut we all recognise th a t th e 
tra c tor will, w ith less show, do th e sam e w ork fa r 
m ore effectively and a t th e sam e tim e will conserve 
th e stre ngth and h e a lth of th e m en who m ust end ure 
great h ard sh ip a nd suffering. 
T h e pulses quicken to 
th e fam iliar conception of ex ploration w here m an is 
stripped of th e ad v antages w hich civilization h as con­ 
ferred upon him , and he is locked in a d eath strug­ 
gle w ith th e prim itive.

ord ination betw een planes and ships. 
C h am b erlin’s feat was not th e first tim e it h as been 
accom plished, how ever. 
O n Ja nua ry 18. 19 11, m ore 
th a n six teen year* ago. E. Ely took off in a C urtiss 
biplane from th e flying field ne ar S an Francisco and 
landed on th e 
deck of .th e U nited S tates cruiser 
P ennsylvania w hich was anchored in th e bay. 
each Instance th e flights were of very sh ort d ura 
tlon. 


As a result of continued ex perim ents, it is probable 
th a t every liner will count a sw ift airplane a neces- 
ary pa rt of equipm ent. 
Since tim e h as become such 
an essential pa rt of business and industry, th e oppor­ 
tunity to em ploy airplanes for transfe rring rush m ail 
w hile slow er m oving ships are nearing shore will c er­ 
tainly not be overlooked.
